U. S. Court May 
Get Land Rush Case 


Abandoned Right-of-Way 


in City Starts Rumpus 


Claims 


OKLAHOMA CITY.—(U.R>—The re- 


cent land rush to seize the abandoned 
railroad right-of-way through Okla- 
homa City's business district may be 
fought out in the United States Su- 
preme Court. 


The land rush was made several 


weks ago when the Rock Island Rail- 
road abandoned a right-of-way bound- 
ed by skyscrapers of this southwest- 
ern metropolis. Several of those stak- 
ing claims were pioneers of the 1889 
run. 
They announced ownership by 


crude placards under the old townsite 
act of Congress. Claims were publish- 
ed and the city's title to the land was 
clouded. 


The several score cases will be de- 


termined in the test case of Luther 
Keys and Robert W. Higgins, Long- 
street Hull, municipal counselor, and 
his assistant, Judge W. H. Brown, said 
today when they announced plans 
for fighting the reversionary claims. 


The city claimed that even after 


the city purchased land from the rail- 
road with a $4,000,000 bond issue the 
federal government maintainer a par- 
tial control such as mineral rights—as 
it docs over all railroad routes through 
public and Indian lands. It further 
contends the city has the surface 
rights and that individuals have no 
claim on railroad lands which never 
were thrown open to settlement.

James H. Wilkerson Monday formally 
sentenced Al Capone to six months in 
jail for contenmpt of court, and ac- 
cepted a new bond of $5000 pending 
appeal. 


The gang leader's attorneys \verp 


given 30 days in which to file the bill 
of exceptions and Capone was given 
his liberty until June 1, on a super- 
sedeas order. If by that time the 
case is not decided by the higher 
court, Capone must go to the judges 
of the court of appeals for extension 
of time. 


Capone followed the custom he set

the epic hero of American jour- 
nalism, had probably the world's 
worst handwriting, according to 
the Golden Book Magazine.

daily editorial. Never

The typeset- 
ter started in confidently, and got 
half way down the page without 
any trouble. At last he came to a 
word he could not seem to make 
out.

''Mr. Greeley," he said, "for thirty 
years I've been setting your edi- 
torials and never had to bother 
you with a question. But there's 
one word here I just can't make it 
out." The great editor looked up 
patiently, adjusted his spectacles 
and focused his attention at the 
end of the typesetter's dirty fore- 
finger: "In this time of stress," he 
said, "it is the government's duty 
to—duty to—humanity, of course.

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Dixie Diversifies fo Gtef 


^Cotton from ;fts 4QW Brone 


By W. J. DAVIS 


ATLANTA.~(;p)-A fight has been 


started this year to oust "King Cot- 
ton as the absolute monarch of Dixie 
farms. 


Agricultural experts who have.given 


much time nnd thought to farm prob- 
lems in the south are agreed that the 
farmer who continues to depend on 
cotton for a living is'playing a, losing 
game. 


Vigorous campaigns are being wag- 


ed in practically all southern states 
to make 1931 a banner year for diver- 
sified crops, co-operative marketing 
and generally "living at home." 


During the past five years the. value 


of cotton produced in the United 
Stales has decreased • approximately 
$250,000,000, United Statos^'Dcpartmeht 
of Commerce figures show. 


Livestock, Corn High 


In Georgia alone cotton was respon- 


sible for less than one-third of the 
total value of farm products grown 
last year, the total of which was $397 . 
288,000. 
. The value, of dairy products was 
; $20,000,000; livestock $78,278,000; corn 
!» S44.000.COO; tobacco $16,000,000; poultry 


and eggs, $40,000,000. 


Dairying has been considered the 


"best bet" for farm relief in the south. 
In 1909 no butter was manufactured, 
commercially in Mississippi and cen- 
sus reports indicate .sales of home- 
produced butter at 3,334 pounds. 


In 1928 the stale's 24 creameries 


turned out 7,850,465 pounds of high 
grade butter, and agricultural auth- 
orities said the poundage was greater 
in 1929 and 1930. 


J. C. McCIain, extension dairyman, 


of the United States department of 
agriculture, said one small co-6porn- 
tive creamery in Mississippi had dis- 
tributed an average of $20,000 a month 
to fanners for dairy products for the 
past several years. 


Evidence that farmers arc interest- 


ed in scientific ideas that can be np- 
plied to. their work comes from the 
fact that in 1930 the 153, farm agents 
and home demonstration agents • in 
Tennessee reached more than 1,000,000 
people in their improvement program. 


One railroad, serving a large agri- 


cultural area in the heart .ofI!-the 
south, reported: through its farm rep- 
resentative that in the past five years 
legume seed shipped into its -territory

pounds to 1,800,000 pounds in 1930.
